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BERMANY TO TAKE 
GONTROL OF WHOLE 
SUPPLY OF FOOD 


Coffee, Cocoa and Tea Added to 
Articles Whose Sale Is Regu- 
lated by State. 


SAUERKRAUT PRICE FIXED 


Maximum Prices for All Varieties 
of Meat and Fish Believed 
to Be in Sight. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 12, by wireless to Say- 
ville, N. Y.—Answering the petition of 
the Soctalist party concerning the ques- 
tion of food prices, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, the Imperial Chancellor, de- 
clared that the population of the coun- 
try could be ‘completely assured that 
the hopes of the Entente Powers of 
starving out Germany would be disap- 


pointed. 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 12.—Vir- 
tually the entire food supply of the 
nation is expected soon to pass under 
governmental control, to insure an equit- 
able distribution ‘of supplies at fair 
trices among the entire population, 
rich and poor. Coffee, tea and cocoa 
were added today to the list of prod- 
ucts whose sale will be regulated by the 
state. The Federal Council authorized 
the Chancellor to issue regulations cov- 
ering trude in them. 

The Chancellor also was authorized 
to establish maximum prices for buck- 
wheat and millet, marmalades and 
honey, vegetables, fruits and sauerkraut. 
These prices apply to producers. Local 
suthorities in municipalities of more than 
10,000 population are. required to fix 
maximum prices for retailers in these- 
supplies. The authorities in smaller 
Places are empowered to take similar 
action if they see fit. The Chancellor 
is given authority to set a high lmit 
above which prices may not go. 

Bread, potatoes, pork, milk and butter 
already have been subjected to maxi 
mum price schedule. The consumption 
of other meats is. regulated arid esti- 
mated by so-called ‘“‘meatiess days.”’ 
Maximum prices for all varieties of 
meat and feh are believed to be in 


sight.

“T think that the organization and 
equipment of the new army, formed 
entirely of volunteers, ig a military 
‘marvel. J have watched the British 
army grow and improve. It is only be- 
ginning to make war. I don’t know 
what the relations of the British and 
French Cabinets are, but I know that 
the relations of the French and Brit- 
ish soldiers were never so good. Differ- 
ent as the races are, they have fought 
their way into each other’s respect. 


British Talk Pessimiem. 


“The British are a stubborn. people; 
and they do things in thelr own way. 
In order to encourage recruiting they 
talk pessimism. Now they are adver- 
tising that the financial situation. is 
serious, in order to make the people 
economize. 

“Tf I know anything about war and 
if my erperience at the British front 
counts for anything, hen the talk that 
the Britis]. have falien down In this war 
is nonsense.

Rains Stopped French Advance. 

“Twas over the Champagne battle- 
field, where the French might have 
broken through but for the heavy rains 
on the second day of the attack made 
in order to relieve pressure On the Rus- 

sians. The Germans brought 300,000 rein- 
forcements to the Western front and 
@oncentrated them against the British 
first army and the French in Cham- 
pagne, They nnew that the attack was 
coming. 

““Tactically, what the French tried to 
do in Champagne and the British at 
Loos was what Pickett tried todo at 
Gettysburg—to break a solid front. A 
quarter ofan hour of such gun fire as 
the French directed against the Ger- 
man trenches would have wiped out the 
Union army, placed as it was in the 
face of the Confederates on the second 
day at Gettysburg. 

“The greatest experience I had was 
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with the British fleet. That was an- 
other contrast with the confusing busi- 
ness of politics in London. If we ever 
go to war I hope that our navy may be 
as ready as the -British navy was, and 
that it also may outnumber the enemy. 
In that case we need not let the poli- 
ticians worry us. If it takes a navy 
the size of the British to make an im- 
pregnable line of steel from the British 
channel to Iceland, how large a one 
will we require if we ever should be 
attacked on two sides to defend our 
coasts on two oceans, the Panama Ca- 
nal, Hawaii and the Philippines and 
the Monroe Doctrine? 
Inspired by Miss Cayell. 

“Miss Edith Cavell’s execution did 
more for recruiting in England and 
France than all the Zeppelin raids. I 
happened to be with the French when 
the news of her death was received, Its 
effect on the troops was instant, elec- 
tric. The woman’s sacrifice had a Joan 
of Are character that struck home to 
the French heart. Officers spoke of ‘t 
as an event that had done more to ce- 
ment the alliance of France and Bn- 
gland to fight to the last man than all 
the speeches of statesmen and confer- 
ences of Generals. 

*‘Miss Cavell’s picture, taken from 
the newspapers; is pinned on cottage 
walls all over France. Deep as the im- 
preasion was on the civil populations of 
both England and France, it was slight 
beside that made on the soldiers. I re- 
turned frdm the French to the British 
front the day after the news, so I was 
able to judge the effects on both the 
British and French armies. The thought 
that went home was the fact that Miss 
Cavell was a nurse. Men who have 
been wounded know what a nurse’s cara 
means. That a nurse, under any cir- 
cumstances, should be shot was an un- 
speakable horror to them.

Page Holds Conference With 
Foreign Minister Sonnino on 
Circumstances of Attack. 


ROME, Nov. 12—United States Am- 
bassador Page called at the Foreign Of- 
fice yesterday and had a long talk with 
Faron Sonnino, The nature of the con- 
ference is unknown. but it is assumed 


the sinking of the Ancona was discussed 
informally. The Italian Government has 
ordered a rigid investigation of the dis- 
aster. The inquiry is proceeding under 
the direction of the Italian Consul dt 
Tunis, assisted by Italian naval officers.

Pre- 
vious dispatches placed the nuniber of 
passengers on the Ancona at 482 and 
the crew has been estimated at from @ 
to 160. 


Germany Has No Official Report on 
Sinking of Ancona, 


BERLIN, via London, Nov. 12.—The 
Ancona case as yet belongs to the cat- 
egory of submarine incidents regarding 
which German naval circles have no 
news except that which comes from hos- 
tile sources. Even the semi-officia] an- 
nouncement made yesterday that the 
Ancona was sunk while trying to es- 
cape was derived from accounts sent 
out by the Havas and Stefani news 
agencies. 

Nothing has been published here from 
the Austrian side and it was stated at 
the Admiralty that so far as was 
known the Austrian Government had 
received no report of the incident. 


Ancena Captain’s Report Says Life- 
boats Were Shelled. 
NAPLES, Nov. 12.~—The owners of the 
Ancona have received the report of the 
Ancona’s captain, in which he makes 
the positive charge, previously reported 
in dispatches, that the submarine gave 
no warning to the liner or afforded 
those on board of her a chance. to es- 

cape. 

The first shot, the captain’s report de- 
clared, was fired when the submarine 
was three miles distant. The captain 
immediately stopped the ship, he says, 
but this did not appear to satisfy the 
commander of the submarine, which 
continued to shell the liner, The cap- 
tain without delay ordered everybody 
to take to the beats upon which, he de- 
clares, the submarine turned all her 
guns, killing and wounding many per- 
sons both in the boats and on the deck 
of the steamer.

CHURCHILL HERE 
SAYSU. S. MUST B 
SECOND ON SEAS 


Can Develop Military System 
Behind Great Naval Power, 
Novelist Declares. 


Winston Churchill of:Cornish, N. H.. 
noted noveltist and native St. Louisan, 
and Mrs. Churchill, who was formerly 
Miss Mabel H. Hall of St. Louis, were 
the guests of Mrs. Penelope Orrick of 
the Oxford Apartments, 320 Union boule- 
vard today. Tomorrow they will be at 
the home of Mr. and J. Lawrence Mau- 
ran, 4 Vandeventer place. 

Churchill came here primarily fo fill 
an engagement, made a year ago, for a 
talk before the Round Table Club. He 
will make this address at the St. Louis 
Club tomorrow night, speaking on the 
theme, ‘“‘The Importance of Preserving 
American Traditions.’’ 

Sunday morning, he has promised ‘to 
speak from the pilpit of St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church, Lindell boulevard and 
Spring avenue, on “The Parallel be- 
tween Christianity and Democracy.” 

In a talk with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in A. C> Orrick’s law office, 
Churchill expressed his views on the 
problem of American military prepared- 
ness, and on the present state of litera- 
ture and the drama, 

“There is no danger, in this country, 
of what is called militarism,” he said. 
‘We are not that sort. We have got 
everything we want, and more. Amer- 
ica wants to be left alone, to work out 
its own civilization. But we must work 
cut a system of defense, and one in har- 
mony with democracy? 

Should Be Second Naval Power. 

“The United States should be the s@- 
cnd naval power. We should conceftrate 
on that. Behind that shield, there is 
time to work out the best system of 
military organization, which must har- 
monize with our democratic institutions. 
That is a creative task. 

“A military system for a democracy 
cannot be formed on the same lines as 
ene for a monarchy. Unquestionably, it 
must have its origin in our schools and 
colleges. There the boy is, or should 
be, made conscious of the institutions 
and ideals of his Government, and they 
become dear enough to fight for, if nec- 
essary. 

¢The old volunteer idea that a Gen- 
¢ral can be made out of a dogcatcher, 
if only he is an American, has jac some 
rude jolts. : 

“In literature, this is a renaissance 
veriod. The war has stimulated. democ- 
racy. Literature has all it can do to 
express the ideals of t present and 
tc reflex the ever-changing life of times 
which are moving as rapidly as the 
cinematograph, -Literature is no longer 
for the few, but it is for the many. Not 
that the standards should be lowered: 
they should be made more exacting, In 
such a time literary men become public 
rien, as*they did in our Civil War period 
and in Milton’s time. «(4 

Near the Dawn in Drama. 

‘In the drama, the present time is 
the darkness before the dawn, and there 
are streaks of light. Some writers are 
prostituting the drama, but on the 
whole, the spirit shown is promising, 
and a genuine effort is being made to 
reflect modern Armgerican life on the 
stage, so that we can’t afford to be 
hypercritical. _I haven’t much patience 
with the highbrow attitude about any- 
thing. I try to look for the spirit be- 
hind. In cases where sincere efforts 
de not approach perfection very closely, 
we should remember the old dance-hall 
sign, ‘‘Don’t shoot the pianist; he’s do- 
ing his d—dest.’ The man who honestly 
tries, and not the man who criticises, 
is the valuable man.” 

Churchill has lately been in Canada, 
speaking in Ottawa and Toronto. He 
was greatly impressed with the spirit 
of leyalty to the British cause shown 
by all classes there. He said he had 
net ventured to indulge in prophecies 
on the outcome of the war, as it in- 
volved problems of ‘‘economics and at- 
trition”’ which are almost beyond cal- 
culation.

The detectives followed it to the Mc- 
Kinley freight station, Eleventh street 
and Lucas avenue. They then arrest- 
ed Frank Beckett, 28 years old, of 211) 
Illinois avenue, Granite City, who had 
receipted for the box, and the express- 
man, Meyer Katz, 32, of 27% Thomas 
street. 

Beckett told the police that his broth- 
er, George, was in the  penitea- 
tiary. He said that several days ago 
he received a letter from Joseph Baird, 
who is serving a penitentiary sentence 
from Kansas City for burglary, stating 
that he (Beckett) h&d been selected as 
a “wise*young man,” and that a trial 
box was being sent to him. The letter. 
he said, stated that if he disposed of the 
goods in a proper manner others woul.i 
be sent to him. 

He said he was supplied with a 18 
of persons to whom he could sell the 
trousers, and that the letter said that 
directions would be sent to him ex- 
Plaining how to send to the convicts 
their parts of the proceeds of the 
sales.

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MORE SHPS AFTER 


New Haven President Visited 
White House When. Road 
Considered Sale of Steathers. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Acting upon 
their understanding of the assurances 
of former President Roosevelt that no 


faction would be taken against the New 


York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
if they rejected the offer made by 
Charleg*W. Morse in 1907 to take their 
steamship hoMings off their hands, the 
boardof directors of the’ road continued 
in their policy of acquiring céntrol of 
additional steamship lines, according to 
testimony adduced at the trial of the il 
former directors of the road today. 

The Morse offer they rejected in spite 
of strong recommendations by Charles 
S. Mellen, president, that advantage of 
the opportunity be taken. 

Feared Morse Competition. 
‘Mellen, in a memorandum, had pointed 
out that it would be necessary to 
etrengthen the New Haven against 
Morse competition and the New Haven 
immediately after Mellen’s «interview 


with Roosevelt began negotiations for 
‘the acquisition of the Boston & Phila- 
idelphia Steamship Co., known as the 
Windsor Line, which had important 
wharf terminals in Providence and which 


‘the Government maintains the New Ha- 
.ven feared might get into the hands of 


Morse. 

On acquiring the line, the New Haven 
transferred these wharves to itself and 
then sold the rest of its properties to 
the Merchants & Miners’ Transportation 
Co., which was described as a “friendly 
interest."” The ‘transaction involved a 
voting trust arrangement whereby the 
New Haven was. able to exercise in- 
fluence in the management of the Mer- 
chants & Miners’ and to put James F. 
Hemingway, a defendant director, upon 
the line’s board of directors. 

Further activities of the New Haven 
président in regard to steamship lines 
were disclosed in a letter written Aug. 
1. 192, by Mellen to Michael Jenkins, 
chairman of the Merchants & Miners’ 
directors: 

“There is on foot in Boston a strong 
movement which I feel the interest of 
our company may require us, possibly, 
to assist—that there be put on a line 
of steamers between Boston and Galves- 
ton. 

Service Never Started. 

‘My best judgment is that the line’ 
iself will not be a paying proposition, 
but the interestg of our company would 
seem at this writing to requir®é us pos- 
sibly to put the line on and accept the 
loss.”’ 

Mellen explained that this proposition 
was never carried out because of the 
passage of the Panama Canal legisla- 
tion preventing railroads from owning 
steamship lines.

Of a -total 
capitalization approximating $300,000,000, only 
$50,000,000 was represented by stock. Some- 
thing like $200,000,000 was represented by bonds 
and a further huge sum by debt certificates of 


j different form. 


With $4 in bonds to $1 in stock, to wipe out 
all the stock after the usual plan in the case of 
bankrupt corporations would afford little relief. 
It is, accordingly, provided that the interest on 
25 per cent of ali the bonds shall cease to be a 
fixed charge and shall be paid only when earned 
by the road. This 25 per cent of bonds is, there- 
fore, placed on the same basis as the noncumula- 
tive preferred stock. Total capitalization is also 
pared down by a flat reduction placed at 
$29,678,868. 

The changes cut down the fixed charges of the 
road on the securities account by almost ‘one- 
half. The mortgages on which interest must be 
‘paid, instead of aggregating about $63,899 per 
mile of road with an iriterest charge of $3059 
per mile, will aggregate only $33,762 per mile 
with an interest. charge of $1607. 

In addition, an assessthent of $5 on each share 
of stock is levied. In other words to retain a 
share now quoted at $7 or less, the stockholder 
must pay $5. 

The fundamental way of restoring prosperity 
to many railroads and rendering that prosperity 
permanent is indicated by the plan. Not all 
those railroads aré now under receivership. With

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FLIGHT FROM SHIP’S DECK. 

The successful launching of an aeroplane from 
the cruiser North Carolina, while at full speed, 
is of more importance than would appear at first 
thought.

Through their agency 
the system of tactics and strategy -are liable to 
be revolutionized to as great extent as when 
sieam superseded sails. 

All navel ships in the near future will carry 
aeroplanes, which will play in sea warfare as 
large a part as they already play in that of the 
land, if not greater. These crafts, mounting 
from the deck of a ship to a height of several 
thousand feet, will command a radius of vision” 
of a hundred miles or more. Close hiding behind 
a horizon about 15 or 20 miles will no longer be 
possible. Thus ali surprige attacks will be’ pre- 
cluded, The game, so to speak, will have to be 
played with open hands, as each antagonist 
should have full information of the other’s 
strength in sufficient time to engage or escape 
as he saw fit. 

To the rapid commerce destroyers the aerv- 
plane would be of inestimable value. They can 
roam the oceans at will, requiring only fuel which 
may be obtained from ships. Numerous are the 
ways the aeroplane could be utilized to advan- 
tage in sea warfare.

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BEST EASTERN SUFFRAGE FIELD. 
In 33 out of 67 counties in Pennsylvania, in- 
cluding the city of Pittsburg and the County of 
Allegheny, a majority, was cast for the equal 
suffrage amendment. The unofficial computation 
showed it had been defeated by ‘only a little more 
than 50,000 in the entire State. Such a showing 
in the ‘second State of the Union, having 7,665,- 
111 population and nearly 1,200,000 male voters, 
is a cheering reward for campaign effort. <A 


jehange affecting only 5 per cent of all voters 


would have replaced the adverse majority with 
a favoring majority. 

If other states of the East are regarded by 
suffragists an enemy country, Pennsylvania is 
friendly country. In one sentiment at least ft is 
in close alliance. with Kansas, Oregon, California 
and other suffrage states of the West. Pennsyl- 
yanin had one effective campaign of education 
on votes for women in the work of the Progress- 
ive party that gave Mr. Roosevelt a majority in 
the State. A second campaign of the sort was 
the late one in behalf of the amendment. 

About one more such campaign ought to give 


Pennsylvania the honor of being the first Bast- 


ern state to accord political rights to its women.

3 BALKAN KINGS 
ARE WELL KNOWN 
70) PARISIAN LIFE 


They Are Ferdinand of Bulgaria, 
Peter of Servia, and Con- 
stantine of Greece. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press 

PARIS, Oct. %1.—Three Kings—Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria, Peter of Servia and 
Constantine of Greece—are looming large 
on the Eastern horizon just now, and 
hardly less important are their three 
Premiers, who have been making most 
of the moves in the new game of the 
Balkans. 

The three Balkan Kings are almost as 
well known here as in their own capitals. 
They come here for their relaxation. 
They make frequent official visits at 
which they are central figures at grand 
levees at thé Quay d'Orsay, gala per- 
formances at the Grand Opera, and mili- 
tary reviews at Vincennes. 

* Visite Were Frequent. 

They used to come often, also, on busi- 
ness, chiefly to buy the latest pattern 
of French artillery, the famous ‘75.” 
Besides these kingly visits, each of these 
monarchs, incognito, has had his dlays 
as a Paris boulevardier, and Peter in 
particular and his royal brother, Arsene, 
are well acquainted with the paths of 
Bohemia leading through Montmartre 
and the.Latin Quarter. 

On one of King Ferdinand’s visits 
there was opportunity to view him at 
close range, as he received .n most dem- 
veratic fashion at a reception at the For- 
eign Office. He was in the center of a 
group of Cabinet Minjsters, and his mili- 
tary retinue in their brilliant uniforms. 
But the King himself was in plain eve- 


ining clothes, with the wide red ribbon 


of the Legion of Honor across his breast. 
He is of massive build, and quite looks 
the part of a King or Czar. His face is 
genial and his yellow hair and Saxon 
beard give him rather a German aspect. 


Mother a French Woman. 
Some of Ferdinand’s German charac- 
teristics are receiving special attention 
since Bulgaria has ranged herself with 
Germany. While son of a German 
Prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and born 
at Vienna, his mother the French 
Princess’ Clementine of Orleans. This 
latter fact has given the French special 
bitterness against Ferdinand. It is also 
noted that he is an officer of the Elev- 
enth Austrian Huzzars and of the 
Fourth Prussian Infantry, though this 
probably has no more significance than 
his wearing the French Legion of Honor 
During Ferdinand’s visit to Paris he 
was enthusiastic in praise of the French 
troops, drawn up 12,000 strong at Vin- 
cennes. After the review he toasted 
France at a select dinner of. distin- 
guished officials, and in the midst of 
his tribute paused and said: 

‘“They say Ferdinand wears a ¢charrr 
to preserve his. life and happiness. It 
is false; I wear no secret charm. But 
I do wear something more glorious and 
inspiring than any charm—and here it 
And, throwing open his coat, he dis- 
played the cross of the Legion of Hon 
or, around his neck and close to his 
breast, 

In many other ways Ferdinand gavc 
evidence of his French sympathies. Ho 
even kept at the royal palace at Sofia, 
in a small silver box, a bit of French 
earth, as a tribute to the soil he so 
often visited and loved. 

He also had at the palace a collection 
of rare French souvenirs—the cloak in 
which Louis XV was consecrated King; 
one of the dainty slippers dropped by 
Marie Antoinette during her famous de- 
fense from the mob by the Swiss guard; 
the black crystal cup from which Na- 
poleon drank to his victory at Auster- 
fitz, and other rare objects. 

Emperor Looks Ahead. 

As explaining Ferdinand’s recent tend- 
ency toward Germany, a story/is re- 
lated by a diplomatist recently stationed 
here. According to this, Emperor Wil- 
liam, éven before the European war be- 
gan, foresaw possible evéntualities i 
che Balkans and personally addressed 
himself to the three Kings of Bulgaria. 
Greece and Rumania. His overture to 
each was most tactful. He did not ask 
them to range their countries on the side 
of Germany. 

All he asked was the promise from 
each that in the event of a European 
conflict they would not make wat 
egainst Germany. This seemed fair *o 
the three Kings, and they are said to 
have given their promise to it, on the 
theory that it did not commit them to 
gar, but to keep out of war. 

But the Kaiser is said to have viewed 
it from another standpoint, and to have 
felt quite serene since then at the ef- 
forts of the quadruple allies to have the 
Balkan States range themselves solid- 
iy against Germany. 

However, the situation has much 
changed since these alleged promises. 
The King of Rumania has died and been 
gucceeded by another. The King of 
Greece has found a new condition pre- 
sented, not contemplated at the time 
of the so-called promise—that Greece’s 
ally, Servia, was attacked by Germany's 
ally, Austria. This, according to the 
story of the diplomatist, has left King 
Ferdinand as the’ only one to carry out
